the direct election of U nited States 
Senators, and for w om an suffrage. 
Their purpose having been accom ­ 
plished they have certainly expir­ 
ed.

UT suppose it were! 
The con­ 
vention 
would 
be elected by 
states, or by districts, and the 
m ajority of the states and districts 
are dry, as is shown by their elec­ 
tion of dry m ajories in 
Congress 
and in the political conventions of 
both parties. So, w hatever else the 
convention 
did, 
the E ighteenth 
Am endm ent 
would 
rem ain 
un­ 
changed. B ut w hat else m ight such 
a convention do? How m any peo­ 
ple would be w illing to risk subject­ 
ing the whole C onstitution of 
the 
United S tates to the risk of revis­ 
ion by a present-day 
convention? 
C ertainly 
not

conservatives, 
who are the chief opponents of the 
E ighteenth Am endment. There will 
be no convention called w ith their 
consent, to leave prohibition un­ 
touched, but to tam per w ith every­ 
thing else in the C onstitution.

From Branches on Land 
Very Rarely W atered 


The John W . H ull lemon grove, 
three miles 
w est of 
S anta 
Ana, 
sprang into prom inence today , w'hen 
H ull laid claim to a world record 
for poundage from one tree—139 0 
pounds. 
The ranch location is on 
Buaro road, one mile souths of F ifth 
street, 
Hull cleaned one tree of 
all its 
ripe fruit on W ednesday and when 
he placed the fruit in lug box es and 
carted it to the scales he found th a t 
he had accum ulated 139 0 pounds of 
juice, pulp and rind, and then he 
started investigations th a t convin­ 
ced him th at the picking had estab ­ 
lished w hat is 
believed 
to be a 
world record. Men who have passed 
a life tim e in the 
gathering 
and 
selling of this product declared they 
never have heard of one-tree pro­ 
duction th a t equalled the poundage 
gathered by H ull a t one picking. 
Fruit Very B ig 
M ost of the fruit w as of ex cep­ 
tional size, and was clean and firm. 
Twelve lemons placed on the scales 
balanced a t an even eight pounds. 
The lemons were picked for T ay ­ 
lor’s cannery for conversion into 
lemon preserves. 
H ull received 3 
and 1-4 cents a 
pound 
for 
1000 
pounds of the 139 0 picked. 
On the 
basis of this price, the tree re turn­ 
ed the grow er $45.18 . 
C arry ing out 
the income 
consideration 
a little 
further, 7 5 trees w ith such prod uc­ 
tion would return a grow er $338 8 
an acre, for the average planting 
is 7 5 trees to the acre. 
The production is ex ceptional, but 
the condition under w hich the fruit 
w as grown w as ex ceptional, when 
considered from th e standpoint of 
scientific lemon culture. 
Hull has 
about 40 trees, and he declares the 
orchard has very little attention, 
the land being cultivated occasion­ 
ally , but not w atered. 
The fruit 
also had been left on the tree and 
w as not picked from tim e to tim e 
as is done in the average orchard 
The fruit, probably would not stand 
shipping, in the opinion of ex pert 
lemon growers.
